A father’s first ride on his son's motorcycle 
resulted fatally yesterday. 

The body of John L. Baxter was brought 
back to the residence at 557 North Leaming- 
ton avenue. Robert K. Baxter, the son, was 
taken home in an ambulance, suffering from 
severe injuries. The new motorcycle was 
wrecked. The accident was caused by the 
explosion of the rear tire. 

Young Baxter bought the motorcycle about 
a month ago. He had ridden it frequently, 
but his father never had been a passenger. 
The family formerly lived at Crystal Lake. 
The son suggested to his father yesterday 
that they go to the old home and visit friends 
and relatives there. 


Father on Rear Seat.

Monon Engine Speeding to Make 
Up Lost Time Brings Death at 
St. John, Ind. 


TWO WOMEN, TWO CHILDREN KILLED 


An automobile containing eight residents 
of Chicago was split into two parts when 
struck by the Hoosier Limited, a fast Monon 
train, near St. John, Ind., at 7 o’clock last 
night. : & 

Five persons riding in the tonneau were 
killed. Three passengers on the front seat 
escaped fatal injuries, but were severely hurt 
by being hurled against the side of the loco- 
motive. 

The tragedy wiped out the family of Alex- 
ander Rubin—father, mother, and 3 year 
old daughter. It visited upon an engaged 
couple serious injuries which may delay 
their marriage. Two women and two chil- 
dren are among the five dead. 

The train crew placed the dead and in- 
jured upon the train and backed into Chi- 
cago. The bodies were taken to morgues and 
the injured to St. Bernard’s hospital.

Tragedy Ends Day’s Outing. 

The machine was a small Ford, owned by 
Isadore Schiller. He is a close friend of the 
Reubens and invited them fora tour during 
the day. With seven passengers besides the 
driver the machine left the Schiller resi- 
‘dence about noon. They drove south ata 
lively clip. 

The car was traveling along a highway 

known as John Kielman’s road at a speed 
of perhaps twenty miles an hour. At the 
Monon railroad crossing, a mile from St. 
John, Ind., where the tracks are elevated 
several. feet above the level of the road, 
Schiller started across the track with his 
machine crowded. He didn’t see or hear an 
approaching train, he said later at St. Ber- 
nard’s hospital. 
The Hoosier Limited, known as the speed- 
jest on the Monon, was being driven along 
by Engineer W. Balanger of Indianapolis as 
fast as the heavy engine would pull the long 
train to make up time. It was thirty minutes 
late out of Chicago. 


Crashes Full {nto Machine. 
Trees and weeds obscured the approach of 
the automobile from the road. Schiller 
drove his machine on to the tracks without 
slackening speed. The front part of the mo- 
tor car had just rolled over the rails when 
the speedy train crashed full into the ma- 


chine. 
The automobile was splintered. Alexander 
Rubin, Mrs. Leo Rubin, Mrs. Alexander 


Rubin, and the two children rode in the rear 
seat. Their bodies were crushed by the im- 
pact of the speeding train and hurled 100 
yards up the track. 

Schiller, Leo Rubin, and Miss Kahn rode 
in the front seat. The mogul engine was 
moving so fast it sheared the rear of the mo- 
tor car from the front, The three in the 
front were injured by being thrown against 


Engineer Balanger stopped the train as 
soon as possible and backed to the scene of 
the wreck. With the aid of passengers the 
injured and dead were carried to the train, 
which returned to Englewood station in Chi- 
cago. 

The bodies were taken to the Western Cas- 
ket company’s morgue at 6350 South Hal- 
ated street. . 


Driver Tells of Accident. 
Schiller, who drove the car, was able to 
tell of the accident after reaching the hos- 
pital.

NO HOPE OF RECOGNITION 


Wilson Firm in Attitude That 
Fiir Elections Must De- 
cide Future Govern- 
ment. 


— 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson will announce to congress 
his determination not to recognize Huerta 
as president of Mexico under any circum- 
stances, according to reliable information ob- 
tained here tonight. 

It is stated that this utterance is contained 
in the tentative draft of the message whicn 
the president will deliver to congress on Tues- 
day, unless Huerta yields to the ultimatum 
before that time. 

With the message ready and the senate 
committee on foreign relations taking steps 
to back up the policy of the White House, the 
Mexican situation is expected to reach its 
crisis tomorrow. 

Unless Huerta accepts the American medi-. 
ation proposals, involving his retirement 
from the politics of his country within the 
next twenty-four hours, the negotiations 
practically will be terminated. 


Huerta Given Day to Act. 

A high official of the administration, in 
whom the president places the utmost con- 
fidence, is authority for this statement: 

.“ Provisional President Huerta has until 
Tuesday to accept our plan.” 

Un.ess Huerta does give in to the American 
demands before President Wilson begins his 
address to congress on Tuesday there is little 
hope that he will give in at all, or that the 
present revolution in the southern republic 
will be settled peaceably through the good 
offices of the United States. 

Should Huerta maintain until Tuesday 
noon his policy of flatly demanding recogni- 
tion by the United States and of flatly refus- 
ing any suggestion not predicated upon this, 
President Wilson will give to the joint ses- 
sion of the house and senate all the impor- 
tant information which he has upon the sit- 
uation in Mexico. He also will present his 
own ‘views as to the duties which devolve 
upon the United States now that the most 
promising plan for an amicable adjustment 
of our neighbor republic's difficulties has 
fallen through. 


Congress Will Refuse Reco gnition. 
Aside from the determination to uphold the 


members of both houses are themselves con- 
vineed of the wisdom of refusing to recognize 
Mexico until the conditions there are great- 
ly improved and a president has been chosen 
by a constitutional election. With only a few 
dissenting voices the president could count 
upon the zolid support of congress. 

It is the president's intention now to hold 
a conference at the White House tomorrow 
afternoon with the senate and house commit- 
tees on foreign affairs. At this conference 
his address will be discussed in detail and 
suggestions from members of the committee 
as to the proper policy to be adopted will be 
considered. 


France Rebuffs Huerta Envoy. 

Tangible evidences of the attitude of 
France came today In the news dispatches 
from Paris etating it wag practically certain 
President Poincare and Foreign Minister 
Pichon would not receive Francisco de la 
Barra, appointed minister to France by 
Provisional President Huerta and now en 
route to his post. 

The execution near Mexico City of Deputy 
Serapio Rendon because he was alleged to 
have plotted tu assassinate Provisional Pres- 
ident Huerta is regarded by Consatitutionalist: 
representatives ‘here as an act of intimida- 
tion deliberately, planned by Huerta to influ- 
ence other members of the Mexican congress, 
which convenes next month and which is 
likely to have before it important questions of 
policy. 7 

“Uncle Joe’? Cannon Fears War. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—*‘ It’s 
a terrible long way across the Pacific ocean,” 
declared Joe Cannon, former speaker, today, 
when in Milwaukee on a boat trip to study 
the great lakes, * so I don't worry aboutany 
war with Japan. I do fear, however, that we 
are going to have war with Mexico. . 

‘Conditions are in such a turmoil down 
there, I fear we will sooner or later have to 
quiet them.” 


MEXICO AWAITING ACTION. 

Mexico City, Aug. 24.—The keenest anxiety 
was manifested in the capital today as to 
what will be the development of the under- 
taking of the United States government in 
Mexico's internal affairs. Mexico's attitude 
is one of waiting, while the people resident 
here, both native and foreign, are displaying 
deep apprehension. 

Rumors continue that Huerta ifs still con- 
sidering resigning, possibly in favor of Gen. 
Trevino, but there is no sound basis for this 
assertion. Thoee close to the executive insist 
that he will not alter the stund he has taken 
and will await Washington's next move. 

The public opinion is expressed here that 
there will be a Swift culmination of all peace- 
able relations if congress is given an oppor- 
tunity for free debate on President Wilson's 
statement of the facts in the case.

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OFFICIAL REPORT 
TELLS OF SLAVERY 
IN PHILIPPINES 


Secretary Worcester Describes 
How Children Are Bought 
and Sold as Chattels. 


SOME ARE SENT INTO CHINA 


One Trader Used “Schoo!” as Blind 
to Get Persons to Be Sold 
Into Bondage for Life. 


TRIBES PREY ON EACH OTHER 
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Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—/[ Special. !|— 
Not only peonage, but human chattel slavery 
in the strictest sense of the words, is flour- 
ishing today throughout the Philippine is- 
lands, according to a special report made 
by Commissioner Dean C. Worcester, insu- 
lar secretary of the interior, to the governor- 
general. 

The report is the outcome of a requesi 
for information made to the war department 
by the senate on May 1, when Senator Borah 
read a letter from Commissioner Worcester 
stating in a general way that siavery ex- 
isted on such a scale as to make it one of 
the most serious problems confronting the 
government. 

Dean Worcester’s report is all the more 
interesting because the war department re- 
ported to the senate that it had no informa- 
tion concerning slavery in the islands. 

Commissioner Worcester says he made a 
report on slavery to the bureau of insular 
affairs in 1910 and another in 112. 


Tells of Both Evils. 

Defining peonage as the condition of a 
debtor held by his creditor in a form of in- 
voluntary servitude, and slavery as a com 
dition in which a human being is held as a 
chattel, fed. and clothed, but not paid, Mr. 
Worcester desogjbes in great detail the dif- 
ferent forms of traffic im human beings, the 
impossibility of suppressing tgs evil under 
the present laws and the futile efforts at new 
legislation which have been made from time 
to time since the American occupation of the 
islands. The citations cover the entire pe- 
riod down to the present time. 

“ It has been and still is a common thing for 
Filipinos living in a territory adjacent to that 
inhabited by Negritos, Tagbanuas, Hongots 
or Ifuagaos to obtain children by capture or 
purchase and to hold them as slaves, selling 
them to others whenever it proves financially 
advantageous to do so. Such unfortunates 
are clearly chattel slaves, and often are re- 
peatedly sold and resold. 


Suit Over Pay for Slave. 

' “A typical case is that of Lasso, a Tag- 
banua Of Palawan. Lasso was bought from 
one Patrico Tabastabas by Pastor Medino 
for 40 pesos. Medino sold him to Vincente 
Baculi for the same price, and in 1912 Tabaa- 
tabas bought him back for 45 pesos. This 
year he sold him to Benito Marcelo for 55 
pesos. 

“ The case actually came before the secre- 
tary-treasurer of Palawan, who is also jus- 
tice of the peace, on account of some trouble 
over the last payment for the sinve, and it 
was in that way that the government got 
wind of the matter. The official sent the 
unfortunate man back to his tribe and fur- 
nished me with a statement of the facts. 

“ Persons less rash than those of the claas 
of slave traders just referred to have madea 
claim that slavery does not exist, and never 
has existed, in the territory subject to the 
authority of the Philippine legislature, as 
distinguished by that inhabited by Moros 
and other non-Christian tribes, and subject 
to the authority of the Philippine commission 
only. 


Under Assembly’s Authority. 

“But Palawan is one of the provinces 
subject to the authority of the Philippine 
assembly. It is possible that Sefior Quezon, 
the Filipino delegate in congress, who denies 
the existence of slavery, is so ignorant of 
conditions there as to be unaware of the 
condition I have just described and of the 
fact that many Moros of that place held 
slaves until compelled to give them up b: 
the provincial government, administered 
over by me as secretary of the interior; bul 
if so, he has no right to claim that hefsa 
‘ Filipino familiar with conditions.’ 

“ Isabela is a province also subject to the 
authority of the Philippine assembly, but |! 
differs from Palawan in that the large ma- 
jority of its inhabitants are Christians, and 
by the further fact that it is organized 
under the provincial government act, and 
is therefore not in any way subject to me 
as secretary of the interior. 


Refers to Official Report. 

‘“Siavery has been common in Isabela 
province from the beginning of historic times 
and it is common there today. Its occurrence 
is admitted, and its conditions are described 
in a report made by a fellow townsman of 
Sefior Quezon, Francisco Dichoso, who was 
governor of the province when he made the 
report in 1908. 
‘“ William H. Taft was civil governor of the 
Philippines at the time, and he Girected that . 
a full investigation of these facts be made 
Among other things Gov. Dichoso himeeif 
had been charged with owning slaves, but he 
denied it, not because there were no slaves to 
be had but because it was against his nature 
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to treat bumman beings as property. 

“ Ambos Camarines is a regularly organ- 
ize@ province under control of the Philippine 
assembly; yet since Amercan occupation 
children have been sold into slavery there for 
deportation to China. The essential facts 
were reported by the Filipino governor and 
the Filipino fiacal of the province. I have 
been informed that it was the custom of the 
Chinese of thie province, who bought children 
to send to China, to give them a Chinese hair 
cut and dress them in Chinese clothes. And 
tt is ewpecially interesting to note that these 
Chinese claimed they were purchasing chil- 
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@een for adoption, this oring the same de 
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fence offered by the Filipinos who purchase 
Negrito children as slaves.” 

Here Commissioner Worcester presents 
government records to sustain his assertions 
in this case. 

“ Rombion,"" the report adds, “is a sub- 
province of Capiz, and is inhabited almost 
entirely by Christian Filipinos." It has a 
Filipino lieutenant governor. On Oct. 9, 1508, 
this official telegraphed the executive secre- 
tary at ‘Manila as foilows: 

“ Rombion, Oct. 9, 1909.—At Retel yes- 
terday Vincente Montiel, representing 
himself as agent for society Manila, 
sought to secure 100 students from Rom- 
blon. By claiming to represent the goy- 
ernment, he leads pupl!s in schools to be- 
Heve they are securing scholarships; 
guarant2es expenses and schooling. 
Pupils are to have work as clerks and to 
receive income from same. About sev- 
enty schoo! children, aged 10 to 18 years, 
have sighed agreement to sail with him on 
next boat. Parents and guardians not 
constilted. Is the act of enticing children 
in this way uniawfui?. “ras SANZ. 

‘In a letter dated July 5, 1913, Gov. Sanz 
made a full statement of this case to me. 
He had followed the matter up on his own 
initiative, and found this man had previously 
enticed many children away from their 
hemes and schools in this way. 


Some Sold; Others Farmed. 

“ Some he, sold outright; others he farmed 
out to work for four pesos a month. For 
each boy so farmed out, he received about ten 
pesos, and the business had proved so profit- 
able that he was around Rombion looking for 
more children. 

“ Sanz has subsequently recovered a num- 
ber of these children, but to do so he had to 
enlist the aid of the secret service at Manila 
and the Philippine constabulary at Capiz. 
The greater part of the children, however, 
have never been located. The men con- 
cerned in these transactions were arrested 
and tried, and the principal, who was operat- 
ing under an assumed name, was convicted of 
abduction of minors. 

“TIT may add, as illustrating the difficulties 
I have encountered in getting together even 
these few facts, which are already matters 
of official record, that, although the papers 
were on file both in the executive bureau at 
Manila and in the office of the Philippine con- 
stabulary, I have repeatedly-requested coples 
of these records, but I have always been told 
that everything on file had been furnished 
me It was accident that I obtained the facts 
of this abduction case from Gov. Sanz In an 
ordinary conversation and i was he who 
finally got me certified copies of the court 
records. 
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Urge Law to Stop Evil.. 

“The question will be asked, ‘ What has 
been done tostop this traffic in human 
iesh?’ and I really do not know where to 
begin. On receiving reports of the slavery 
which existed in Isabela province in 1903 
Mr. Taft referred them to Commissioner 
Wright, suggesting that anti-slavery laws 
ought to be incorporated in the new penal 
code which was being drawn up under 
Wright's supervision. 

“The revision of that code was a tremen- 
dous piece of work, which has not been com- 
pleted yet, and so Mr. Taft's recommenda- 
tions might just as well not have been made. 

“Tn my own annual report for the year 
1912 I urged the passage of some law to 
penalize the slave trade, and on Oct. 24 of 
that year the Philippine commission did pass 
one. It went to the Philippine assembly on 
Jan. 8, 1913, and was promptly ‘tabled.’ 
Tt is ‘tabled’ still, and thie is the status of 
the situation today. 


Harrowing Tales by Governor. 

“ Gome light may be thrown on the subject 
by going back to the year 1005, when my at- 
tention was first called to the subject of slav- 
ery by Louis D. Knight, governor of Nueva 
Viseaya province, who told me some har- 
rowing tales of certain doings in his territory. 
I asked for specific data, so that something 
might be done about it, and he wrote out a 
lengthy and detailed account, including the 
prices at which women and children were 
gold into bondage, ranging from a few pesos 
te $109. 

“ Three of these cases were prosecuted be- 
fere the court of Nueva Vizcaya and the slave 
ttaders were acquitted, the judge basing hie 


action on the belief that the children sold , 


were orphans, and on the further ground that 
they were not locked up, guarded, menaced, 
or tdreatened, or otherwise deprived of lib- 
erty by force—at least while in the custody 
of the accused. 

“ Another test case was brought against 
Thomas Oabanag, 2 well known slave trader, 
who made a business of buying and selling 
Bfugao children. He was charged with illegal 
detention in connection with the admitted 
sale of an Infugao girl named Jimaya. He 
was convicted in the lower court, but ap- 
pealed to the Supreme court March 16, 1907, 
and went soot free. 


Trades Daughter for Pigs. 

“ This was the famous slave caze, in which 
Judge Trace wrote the opinion. The girl ip 
question was 13 years old, and the evidence 
showed that she had been bought from her 
mother for some pigs, chickens, rice, and a 
cloak. Cabanag sold her to a man from 
Mueva Vizcaya, and the latter in turn to a 
native of Isabela. 

“The court held that no law was violated, 
since the girl was not detained by actual 
physical force. That decision has blocked 
every slavery prosecution we have attempted 
since. 

“ What reason has the Philippine assembly 
for blocking laws which would stop this 
traffic? That body has members from Pam- 
panga, Tarlec, Bataan, Zambies, Isabela, 
Cagayan, and numerous other provinces in 
which: slavery flourishes. And it holds its 
sessions in Manila, where also slavery exists. 


Says Members Are Involved. 

“ Without hesitation I express the opinion 
that the chief reason why the assemblymen 
object to such a law as the one they have 
‘tabled’ is that it would not only prohibit 
and penalise but would necessarily penalize 
peohage as well. And peonage is so wide- 
spread that it must be called general. In- 
deed, I have no hesitation in asserting that 
it prevails in every municipality in the Phil- 
ippine islands. 

“In Manila an aseemblyman—Silvero D. 
Cecilio—was caught redhanded in slave own- 
ership. But no prosecution resulted, and 
‘the slave girl involved was left in the pos- 
session of the aseemblyman, although she 
‘had appealed to the courts and complained 
of brutal treatment. . 

“ But why multiply cases? I could obtain

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' FIGHT ON TARIFF 
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Expected Its Provisions Will 
Be in Effect by Middle of 
Next Month. 


HOUSE STILL STUBBORN. 


Contends Senate Has Made Griev- 
ous Mistakes, but Compro- 
mise Is in Sight. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Gpecial. )}— 
The end of the long tariff debate in the senate 
ie in sight. 

The upper house of congress is expected to 
pass Within two weeks the bill reported by 
the finance committee without substantial 
change. Another week will be ocoupied by 
the conference committee in adjusting differ- 
ences between the two houses. By the mid- 
dle of September the Democratic tariff law 
should be in effect. 

The business interests of the country heave 
been kepi in a state of uncertainty over the 
tariff for more ihan four years, from the 
time, in fact, when the Aldrich tariff revision 
was enacted. They realized that revision 
would be unsatisfactory to the people, but 
because the senate was controlled by stand- 
pat Republicans it was not expected any 
change could be made for at least two years. 
With the house Democratic and the senate 
Republican in November, 1910, it meant a 
further postponement of tariff legislation. It 
was only as a result of the elections last year 
that the Democrats gained control of both 
hougeg of congress, and it is due to the firm- 
ness of President Wilson that the standpat 
Democrets in the senate have been forced to 
agree to the reductions which have beep 
made in numerous duties. 


Up to Conferencé Committee. 

Interest in Washington so far as the tariff 
ig concerned now centers in the work of the 
conference committee. It is that body which 
really writes the laws for the government 
of the country. Deliberating in secret, 
nothing is known of its labors until it makes 
report to the-senate and the house. By 
reason of party control the changes it recom- 
mends usually are adopted.

They claim the reductions made by the senate 
have been so severe that if the bill as passed 
by that body should become law not enough 
revenue would be collected to pay the ex- 
penses of the government.

The senate sought to make up the loss in 
revenue consequent upon the cuts it made by 
imposing a tax of one-tenth of 1 cent per 
pound upon bananas. The house insists that 
bananas are the food of the poorer classes 
and will demand the free listing of this fruit. 

The house will fight for the provision re- 
jected by the senate, which gives a reduction 
of 5 per cent in the duties on goods imported 
in American bottoms. It will urge the re- 
insertion in the bill of its anti-dumping 
clause, which aims to prevent foreign manu- 
facturers from flooding American markets 
‘with goods below the prices charged for them 
in Burope. 


Th 
belief exists that corporations now tax 
under the corporation tax law will be ex- 
empted if the senate provision be not modi- 
fled. 


Free Cattle and Wheat Sure. 

The house will accept the senate provisions 
piacing cattle and wheat on the free list 
with a countervailing duty. It is expected 
the house likewise will accept the free list- 
ing of products of monopolies, such as ferro 
Manganese, photographic materials, moving 
picture filma, and castiron piping. 

Senate leaders insist that the bill which 
will be passed by the chamber to which they 
} belong ie a much better bill than that adopted 
by the house. The house bill has free listed 
importe valued on the basis of 1012 at $108,- 
000,000. This amount has been increased 
under the senate amendments to $147,000,000. 

Partly owing to thie transfer and also 
owing to the reduction in the house ra‘ s, the 
estimated revenues have been reduced from 
$257,600,000 to $247,800,000, a total reduction 
in revenues from imports of $9,800,000. 

The income tax, the tax on spurious wines, 
wine, and grape brandy used in the fortifica- 
tion of pure sweet wine, and the tax on cot- 
ton futures, will increase the revenues from 
all sources so that the senate leaders confi- 
dently believe a sum will be realized which 
will more than equal the economical needs 
of the government.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—Jack Johneon, the ne- 
gro pugilist, crossed from Boulogne to Folke- 
stone today. He came to London to fill thea- 
ter engagements. 

On -his arrival here Johnson wae not baock- 
ward in voicing his indignation toward Amer- 
icans for their treatment of.him. 

He sajd they cheated him out of $100,000 by 
continued persecution. 

Asked if he intended to return to America 
Johneon said: 

** No, I have bought property in France and 
I am going to settle there. I have many 
friends in America, but when I meet them I 
hope it will be in heaven, not in America.” 

Johnson motored from Folkestone to Lon- 
don and immediately went to a private ho{se 
he has rented in the west end. He indig- 
nantly protested against the outcry which 
has been raised against his appearance on the 
stage in this city. 

He asserted that the charges against him 
in America were not only trumped up, but 
even if they were true they did not consti- 
tute an offense in England. 

‘*T ain't a saint,” he added. ‘‘ I don't pre- 
tend to be, but the things said about me are 
unfair and untrue.” 

Johnson is to receive $5,000 a week for a 
month's engagement here. He said he had 
more offers of contracts than he cared to 
accept. 

The anti-Johnson crusade is still hot in the 
quarters where it started, but Mr. Tozer, 
the manager of the Euston and South Lon- 
don halls, says Johnson will appear there on 
Monday night as dDitled.

WOMEN ENEMIES OF CAUSE 


DENY CLAIM OF SUFFRAGETS.. 


Assertion of National-Counci] That It 
Represents 4,000,000 Voters Op- 
posed by Others. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 24:—[ Special. j— 
The assertion of the National Council of 
Women Voters that they represent 4,000,000 
female voters inthe equal suffrage states was 
challenged today ag an exaggeration by the 
national association opposed to woman suf- 
frage. , 

“The census,’ the association saye, ‘shows 
there are in these nine states a sum total of 
only 3,897,241 women 21 years of age and 
over, and this total of females who have 
reached the voting age includes the ignorant, 
the foreign born, the unnaturalized, the 
negro, the Indian, and the Japanese and 
Chinese. The totel number of native born 
white women of voting age in all these nine 
states is exactly 1,618,306; the foreign born, 
853,014. Those of foreign mixed parentage 
amount to 838,150. 

“ Consequently, under the limitations and 
restrictions put on the franchise in these 
states it would be more than a liberal esti- 
mate to say that 2,500,000 women voters are 
represented by the suffrage leaders. But the 
states which have granted the franchise to 
women estimate that, as a top figure, not 
more than two-thirds of the women of voting 


age and condition register, and not more than | 


TO per cent of those who register go to the 
polls. 

** Consequently, those women who arro- 
gantly made to congress the outrageous state- 
ment that they represented 4,000,000 women 
voters in’ reality voiced the opinions of far 
less than 2,000,000 women.”

don library, has discovered among the papers 
of a dead rejative an unpublished autograph 
letter of Thomas Carlyle to his friend, Mrs. 


Craigenhuttock to reside in London. Mrs. 
Austin had undertaken to choose a house in 
London for the Carlyles, andthe letter, which 
is dated March 20, 1834, refers to this matter. 
The most interesting passages are as follows: 

“You are very kind and helpful, and yet it 
is almost cruel so to task your kindness. With 
the clamorous printers’ devils one has enoug 
to do, and there is no need of other devils to 
join in the hunt. I am well persuaded that 
you can please us better than we could our- 
selves, were we already on the spot. 


Sick of Housekeeping. 

** My whole soul grows sick in the business 
of housekeeping. I get to think with a kind 
of comfort of the grim house, 6x3, which 
will need no seeking. In return I ought to 
profess myself humble in my requisitions as 
to that matter. 

**I must have air to breathe. I must have 
sleep also, for which latter object, procul, O 
procul este, ye accursed tribe of bugs, ye 
loud bawling watchmen, that awaken the 


‘world every half hour only to say what 


o'clock it is! Of other indispensable requisi-. 
tions I have none.” 

Carlyle then enters into details of blinds, 
carpets, and other such articles, tncluding 
“some sort of wax cloth for a lobby.” and 
imagines that the house will have “a little 


| bed quilt of @ garden before or behind it, as 


it shall please the Fates.”’ 
Anticipations of London. 


Carlyle’s anticipations of London were not 
enthusiastic. He wrote: 

“I look to London with bodings of a huge, 
dim, most varied character. ...In me is 
little hope, or only hope of the kind that I call 
‘desperate,’ a hope that recognizes all earthly 
things to be lug and trum, and yet, under 
them and symbolically hid in them, are 
ewiges and wahres. Of this same desperaic 
hope [God be thanked for it], I have never 
been bereft; nay, on the whole have grown 
full and fuller of it. For the present, I iie 
quite becalmed; not calm, alas! That is a 
very different matter. 


Read with Little Profit. 

“I am doing and can set about doing 
nothing or as good as that. No line have I 
written in months, only read whole heaps 
of books with little profit. In any case, 
befall what may, I see it to be behest of 
the Unseen Guide that I should come to 
you, so I come, getrosten muthes. You, 
my dear friend, and your kind, hopeful, 
helpful words fall lke sunlight through 
the waste and weltering chaos. May the 
heayens’ blessings descend on you for it.” 

The following is a postscript: 

“ My wife, who is full of cares. tumults, 
headaches, and, I doubt not, of indolence, 
bribes me to write this letter, not unwilling- 
ly, which you are to take as hers and her 
love with it.”

AMERICAN HAS AN ACCIDENT 


Victor Makes 200 Mile Trip in 8 
Hours and 48 Minutes. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, Aug. 24.—Two men ‘were killed in 
the hydroaeroplane race from the suburbs 
of Paris to Deauville, a distance of 200 miles, 
today. Nine of the ten entrants in the race 


startéd.

While the machine was over Rouen it fell 
150 yards. De Montalent crashed through a 


bridge, struck the deck of a river barge, and 


was then thrown into the hold. Metivier fell 
between two barges. Both men were killed 
instantly. De Montalent, who was 27 years 
old, lived at Rouen, where he owned much 


property. 
American Has Accident. 
Weymann, the American aviator, piloting 
a Nieuport machine, was the firat starter 
from Lepecg, beneath the famous terrace of 
st. Germain en Laye, which was crowded 
with spectators. When near Rouen he 
smashed one of the wings of his machine 
against a tree and abandoned the contest. 
Chemet, piloting a Borel machine, arrived 
at Deauville in 3 hours and 48 minutes. Le- 
vasseur, flying in a Nieuport, reached the 
watering place in 7 bours and 37 minutes.

Molla. driving a Leveque machine with 
a Gnome motor, finished third in 8:46:00. 
Janoir, piloting @ Deperdussin machine, fin- 
ished fourth in 10:11:00. Beside Weymann, 
Divetain and Rugers abandoned the contest. 

George Chemet, the winner of the race, is 
42 years of age. He won the first hydro- 
aeroplane race in England in 1912. He 
crossed the Adriatic from Venice to Trieste. 
Some time ago he was summoned to the 
court of justice for impeding the navigation 
of the Seine with a hydroaeropiane. —

Conductor and Motorman Will Face 
Coroner’s Jury. 


Police of the Warren avenue station are 
searching for a street car employé who, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Thomas 
Nolan, motorman on the car on which two 
men were slain, was given the revolver after 
the shots were fired Saturday night. 

The victims—Carl Mueller. a master -car- 
penter, of 9044 West Twenty-sixth street, 
and Peter Verenina of 2700 Princeton ave- 
nue—were killed during a fight with Frank 
Tyschfer, conductor, and Nolan.

Self-Defense Plea Made. 

The two street car: men, with James Pepe 
of 704 De Koven street, a companion of 
Mueller, are locked up as material witnesses 
t6 the street car battle which resulted in the 

uble tragedy at Washington and Weét- 
z.. avenue. 

Both made statements to the police in 
which they said they had. been attacked by 
three men. According to the statement of 
the conductor and motorman, the revolver 
with which the men were shot was placed fh 
the sand box of the street car. It was not 
there when the police looked for it later. 

The three men tell conflicting stories. None 
admits having shot or having a revolver in 
his possession. Each admits having heard 
shots at close range and seeing the two men 
fall to the ground. 

Mueller, Pepe, and Verenina had come from 
Deerfield on the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road aod alighted at the Western avenue 
station. They are said by the police to 
have visited saloons in that neighborhood 
before they boarded the car, of which Tysch- 
fer and Nolan were the crew, at Lake street 
and Western avenue.

Pepe, who was so intoxicated he spent the 
night in the alcoholic ward of the county 
hospital. is admitted to have begun the row 
by refusing to pay his fare.

Forty members of the Harvard Benevyo- 
lent association became imbued with the ca- 
hival spirit late Saturday night.’ stopped 
their auto buses before the house of a resi- 
dent of Oak Park, and gave him a serenade.

EXPULSION FIGHT 


Proceedings to Censure Him} 


-Will Come Unless He 
Disproves Charges. 


MULHALLON STAND TODAY 


Counsel for Stockyards Member | 
Will Try to Shake His 
Testimony. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 


Washington. D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— | 


Unless Congressman James T. McDermott, 
the union labor @emocrat from Chicago's 
stock yards district, is able to disprove the 
charges made against him by Col. Martin M. 
Mulhall, I. H McMichael, and others he will 
face proceedings to censure him for his con- 
duct and possibly to expel him. 

With the cross examination of Mulhall by 
McDermott's attorney, the house committee 
will resume ita work tomorrow. Then there 
will be some additional witnesses called to 
tell the committee what they know of Mc- 
Dermott’s financial dealings; and a fina! ef- 
fort will be made to serve a subpcena upon 
John A. McDermott, manager of the United 
States Brewers’ association, who contri- 
buted money to the congressman's campaign 
fund. 

Finally McDermott will take the witness 
stand in his own defense. His friends believe 
he will be able to clear himself. 

McDermott himself is confident that there 
will be no effort to expel him when the com- 
mittee has heard his defense, but it is known 


he has some apprehension of a move to cen- | 


sure him. 


Cc He Must Anewer. 
McDermott will be called on to disprove 
these allegations: 

That he accepted a campaign contribu- 
tion of $2,000 from ‘the brewers’ organi- 
sation for supporting the Cannon ruleg 
in the organization of the house of rep- 
resentatives in 1 

That he borrowed more than $1,000 from 
pawnbrokers who were seeking to defeat 
the loan shark legislation, never repaying 
it, and that he received $7,500 for fighting 
the bill. 

That he borrowed $500 from the Wash- 
ington liquor dealers who were fighting 
the District of Columbia saloon legisla- 
tion, and never repaid it. 

That he obtained various sums of money 
from Col. Muthall, chief lobbyist of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
and betrayed to that organization the 
cause of union labor in pending congres- 
sional legislation. 


Will Deny Any Influence. 

Even if McDermott admits receiving any of 
the loans and contributions, it is expected he 
will deny they influenced his attitude on the 
pending legislation. 

There are members of the house who be- 
lieve that McDermott ought to be expelled 
if any of the charges against him are sub- 
stantiated. It is pointed out that the house 
voted to present Judge Archbaid of the Com- 
merce court for impeachment, and that the 
senate removed him from office for conduct 
less serious than that imputed to McDermott. 
Archbald was removed because he engaged 
in financial dealings with corporations inter- 
ested, or that might be interested, in litiga- 
tien in the Commerce court. 

Both the house.and the senate held this to 
be distinctly improper and a disqualification 
of a civil officer for discharging the trust im- 
posed in him by the people. ©

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BOLIVfAN INDIANS HELD IN SLAVERY|}

many it is believed that the Moliendo route is 
the one by which Bolivia will attempt some 
day to obtain access to the sea. In the mean- 
time, Peru has a mission of French officers 
to train ite army, while Bolivia haga Germap 
one for hers. 

A Bolivian controlled route to the Atlantic 
is hopeless, because Argentina and Brazil 
etand in the way. One of the Argentine ra'l- 
ways has already reached the border and 
soon will be connected with La Paz. This 
road will tep part of the subtropical and 
tropical zones. 

The tridutaries of the Madeira give in many 
cases fairly difficult communication at the 
Rrazilian border, with the rail head of the 
Madeira Mamoré railroad, which runs past 
the dangerous falls of the Madetra to deep 
water and ocean going ships. 


Capital and Labor Needed. 

Bolivia néeds not only communication with 
the outside world, but communication within 
hereelf, and then capital and labor to develop 
her resources, which, with the exception of 
the minerals and some rubber, are practically 
untouched. The rallwaye which arein exist- 
ence have such high freight rates that as far 
as ordinary people are concerned, they might 
az well not exist. This, of course, does not 
encourage the agricultural development. of 
the country,’ ase it does not open up to the 
producer such markets as may exist, thus 
leading him to increase his production. 

The 10 per cént of the 2,000,000 people in 
Bolivia Who may be considered white run the 
country to the practical exclusion of the 
half breeds, who form a quarter of the popu- 
lation, and the pure Indians, who make up 
more than half. Deriving their living from 
government offices or landed estates, these 
classes, while seldom putting any of their 
own money into the development of the coun- 
try. have not as yet reached the point where 
they object to the entry of foreign capital. 


Lack of Labor Detriment. 

The greatest difficulty in Bolivia is the 
labor supply. Approxtmately one-fifth of the 
Indians ate uncivilized.* The domesticated 
ones have no great inclination for work. 
Most maintain that this is inherent. This 
remains to be proved, ae up to the present 
the Indian not only has had no encourage- 
ment, but no opportunity to gain either an 
education or such reward for his labor thet 
he is led to a greater effort. 

The Indian who cultivates land asa general 
rule does not own it, but merely occuptes it 
on condition that he does #0 many days’ labor’ 
a week for the owner. When he works dl- 
rectly as a laborer he is credited with so much 
aday. This is the system which obtaine also 
in the rubber: districts. In practically all 
cases the Indian gets most of his supplies 
from his employer, who charges their value 
against the Indian's account. 


Indians Always in Debt. 

The practical result of this is that he is 
always in debt. The greater the distafice 
from the bigger towns, the more this system 
is abused. Everywhere the Indian drinks. 
As the price of the amount of alcoho! he will 
consume in any given time is often in excess 
of what he. can earn in the same time, this 


| alone, leaving out the question of other sup- 
plies, will generally keep him in debt. 

In many of the more distant places, the 
prices charged for all articles is far in excess 
of their value plus a proper profit. In the 
rubber districts an Indian who is about to 
start on a trip will be allowed credit for sup- 
plies before he starts, far in excess of what 
he can possibly earn. In these districts the 
custom obtains of permitting a man to work 
elsewhere only when his prospective em- 
ployer has paid his debt. 


Peonage System Compulsory. 

Besides the inevitable evils of such a sys- 
tem is another. A company which goes into 
the rubber district intending to pay fair 
wages and to have nothing to do with the 
peonage system soon finds itself, unable to 
compete successfully with its rivals because 
of their much lower operating cost. This 
leads, in self-protection, in most cases, to 
an adoption of the prevailing system. 

These abuses are not contemplated by 
the laws, but communication with the dis- 
tricts in which they obtain is difficult, the 
higher authorities are inclined to be indif- 
ferent, while the local authorities, generally 
profiting by the system, give it their full 
support. 

Formerly certain officials were allowed 
the labor free of so many Indians. This is 
now forbidden by law. However, the Indi- 
ans ‘know nothing of the law, and in the 
more remote districts the officials who were 
formerly allowed these privileges frequently 
continue to exercise them and generally 
use many times the number the ancient law 


permitted. 


Foreigners’ Effect Shown. 

When labor is needed for the railways the 
authorities will gather up the number of Ifi- 
dans needed and put themtowork. Asthete 
roads are mostly in foreign hands, the Indian 
receives ag a rule fair treatment, and wages 
he really handles himself. This treatment !s 
having a certain effect. However, the In- 
dian mass is great and the number 80 em- 
ployed comparatively emall, so that it re- 
mains to be seen if any lasting good will be 
done. 

Bolivia, as it is, represents conditione simi- 
idr in many waysto feudal Europe. Into this 
is gradually being injected some of the 
strongest forces of modern civilization. If 
the upper class does not obstruct these forces 
and endeavors to maintain the feudal condi- 
tions by which they have so long profited. 
but takes advantage of the changed condi- 
tions. their future will be assured. 

If the people of the lower class—for there 


to really have the results of their labor and 
are thus encouraged to further effort, they 
will advance, with those of the upper class 
and gradually there will grow up in the 
country that middie class which is the back- 
bone of all prosperous countries 

If those of the lower class are inherently 
as worthless as many claim they are, they 
must be replaced by immigrants who will 
work. 

Fulfilling these conditions, Bolivia will be- 


come a medern nation; otherwise not.

A Semi-Invalid’s Standpoint. 

As far as I have read the contributions pub- 
‘lished concerning the fight against the high 
cost of living have come from women who are 
well and strong and can do all of their own 
housework and sewing. I wish to write from 
the standpoint of a seml-invalia. 

We are a family of three—my husband, my 
little daughter of 10 years, and myself. I am 
obliged to hire all of my washing, ironing and 
cleaning ddéne and all of my sewing or buy 
things ready made. My husband receives $140 
per month. We have two funds—the house 
fund and the general fund. The house fund 
consists of $30 a month, or $1 a day. The re- 
mainder of the salary comprises the general 
fund. Out of the house money we pay for 
everything for the house with the exception 
of fuel—all grocery, electric light and tele- 
milk and cream bills; in fact, 
everything even to bath soap. The pay for the 
washing, ironing and cleaning comes out eof 
this fund also, I am very economical. Prac- 
tically nothing is wasted in the kitchen. A 40 
cent pot roast with onions will last six days. 
Warm the first day, cold for two meals, per- 
haps, then used in meat balls, meat patties or 
hash. All bread left over is dried and rolled 
into crumbs to be used in various ways. All 
sweet milk is used, also all sour milk and sour 
cream. We say sometimes that nothing Js 
thrown away except coffee grounds and potato 
peelings. If I had chickens the potato peel- 
ings would be boiled and mixed with bran for 
them to eat, Any hard cake is made into pud- 
ding, steamed, with a sauce poured over it or 
mixed with a custard and baked. We buy a 
pint of cream a week for 15 cents, This can 
be used for four meals, whipped. I often have 
on hand drop cakes made from an economical 
recipe. I make a delicious but inexpensive 
dessert from them by taking two of the cook- 
les and heaping cream, nicely flavored, on top 
and between. This is an easy dessert for a 
tired housewife. Now I have begun to use 
the fireless cooker. This will save greatly on 
fuel and will be a great saving of time and en- 
ergy. In the summer we have a fine garden 
and put up quantities of fruit. I think every 
wife should do her own cooking and baking 
and she should know the eating capacity of 
her family and learn to cook accordingly. We 
pay cash for everything and shop in person, 
which is a great saving. 

I think the saving does not depend upon the 
wife alone. Men are apt oftentimes to spend 
a great deal foolishly. Every man should do 
his part. And every wife should know just 
how the finances stand. 

Mrs. THoOmas A. Stamp, Superior, Wis. 
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Manages House on $3a Week. 

I manage to run my house on practically $3 
a week. I have always been a business wom- 
an, working two years after I was married, 
and finding that not at all satisfactory I have 
given up a good position to handle things at 
home. We are a young married couple without 
children, I never buy more than 15 or 20 cents’ 
worth of meat for one meal, and oftentimes 
have some of that left over, which, with a lit- 
tle additional, makes another meal. We have 
cheap desserts, such as cornstarch pudding, 
bread and custard pudding, and home made 
cakes, in which I use only one egg. I save all 
the scraps of soap and use them for. dish- 
washing and for washing the colored clothes. 
My husband's salary is $20 a week and we 
save on an average of $10 a month and have a 
Most of our amusement con- 
sists of 10 cent shows and a bag of popcorn, 
and we are wonderfully healthy and happy. 
I buy a quart of milk every other day, use the 
cream on the top for coffee two mornings and 
the milk answers for cooking, etc. This is 1 
cent cheaper a day than if I were to buy a 
pint every day. Our rent is $26. The milk bill 
is not included in the $3 estimate. A. F. 8.

I was talking with my grocer the other day 
about the difference in the price of articles of 
food, as compared with the prices ten years 
ago, and I asked him i: he thought it cost the 
farmer any more today to grow the squash I 
had to pay 35 cents for than it did when I 
only paid 10 cents for the same sized squash.

He said it wasn't the farmer's fault or the 
grocer'’s fault; it was the consumer's fault. 
The people wanted the best of service and their 
orders called for and delivered even if it was 
only 1° cent’s worth of yeast; vegetables and 
frujts out of season at hothouse prices; fish 
and game and evefy decicacy. These all 
meant added expense to the grocer in horses, 
Wagons, telephones, and hired help. Some one 
had to pay for it naturally. The prices. must 
be increased to meet these demands, 

“And furthermore, you who are willing to 
Carry your goods home and order personally 
must Pay the same as the ones that are not 
willing to do this,” he said, “ when by right, 
you are entitled to a discount.” 

We hear the talk of cotiperation and central 
markets as being the way out of this problem. 
Years ago several dealers started a large cen- 
ral market where the. housewives could come 
with their baskets and carry home their pur- 
chases. They soon had to go out of business 
and what was once the central market is now 
an automobile storage house. Thus we see 
which prospers. So we might consider rather 
it is the cost of high living we have to deal 
with than the high cost of living. Are we 
as housewives of the twentieth century any 
better than our grandmothers? They were not 
ashamed to carry a. basket or a bundle. Let 
us get back to their old fashioned ways of 
stewing and brewing and doing var own plan- 
ning and buying and we will be richer and 
saner and happler wives and mothers.

Groceries and 
provisions were high in proportion, and we 
found at the end of the year we had saved less 
than $30, although my husband gets a fair sal- 
ary. Last year we looked around and were 
fortunate in finding a lovely five room bunga- 
low in a suburb near Chicago, with almost 
three acres of ground, for only $20 per month. 
The place contained a small barn, mushroom 
cellar, and two small chicken houses. We 
bought some chickens, and soon found it wé@d 
be a real economy to have a cow of our own. 
My young brother spent his summer with us, 
and with the aid of farm magazines and the 
government bulletins he and my husband dur- 
ing the latter’s spare time put in quite a nice 
garden, and had very good success with the 
mushroom bed. Besides this there was enough 
milk left after our requirements were taken 
care of to supply two of the neighbors, and we 
were also able to dispose of all surplus egss 
and garden products to good. advantage, besides 
canning enough to last us nearly all winter. 

We lived plainer, did less entertaining, and 
at the end of the year find ourselves greatly 
improved in health, and with over $800 added to 
our bank account. 

Certainly if a man enjoys outdoor life and 
working in a garden it is an ideal way to live, 
and surely profitable in more ways than one.

The new La Salle is bright and comfortable, 
and so is the new: La Salle show, “A Trip to 
Washington,” book by the quick Mr. Blossom 
and the dead Mr. Hoyt. The theater is altered 
more than the entertainment, having been 
shattered to bits and remoulded nearer to the 
building department's desire, while “A Texas 
Steer” has been treated tenderly by Mr. Blos- 
som. who seems merely to have edited the 
original and chucked in 4 few songs and 
dances in the vacant interstices. The librettist's 
lyric interpolations are excellent, no doubt, 
and were those who utter them less secretive 
regarding their contents, enthusiasm, perhaps 
would be warranted. A twentieth century 
joke is audible now and then, and a new char- 
acter or two is introduced without irreverence 
to the original. Altogether nothing occurs to 
disturb Mr. Hoyt'’s sepulchral intertia.

Mr. Rapley 
Holmes, happy. abdominal, and with a man's 
voice and a pleasant, humorous manner of 
acting, appears as Brander, and while dispell- 
ing no memories of Tim Murphy, ts funny, le- 
gitimate and likeable. He tells in recitative 
what he will do to the reformers when’ he 
begins to legislate, referring in Mr. Blossom’s

Maverick Brander’s other adventpres at 
the capital are developed discreetly by Mr. 
Blossom-—the classic incident of the minister to 
Dahomey, and the visit of the three bibulous 
and belligerent Texans—one of whom in this 
version is comically profane and falsetto. Mr. 
William Halligan as Brandeis’ secretary, glues 
his eyes to the audience from start to finish, 
and quite agrees with it in its approval of his 
graceful and nonchalant demeanor. There is one 
archaic finale—an old time symposium of the 
nations—resulting in more or less hysterical 
plaudits after the Irish and the French and the 
British have danced and sung in costume, and 
the stars and stripes are draped over the 
prettiest and most agile girls of the ensemble.

County Teachers’ Institute 


Begins Five Day Session. 


O MAKE school training of such a char- 

acter that it will influence the sons and 

daughters of farmers to remain on the 

farm is the idea back ofa movement that 

will take definite form today with the 
opening of the “new” Cook county teachers’ in- 
stitute at the Chicago Normal! school at Stew- 
art avenue and Normal parkway. The meet- 
ing will last five days. 

According to Edward J. Tobin, county super- 
intendent of schools, the institute, in addition 
to lectures given by well known men, will con- 
sist of demonstrations in the actual teaching of 
classes and demonstration of the results in the 
six schools which last year did experimental 
agricultural work.

This work in analysis of soils and the testing 
of seeds, and inquiry into agricultural problems 
actually confronting the farmer, will this year 
be taught in all the rural country schools. This 
is a step in advance of anything that has hith- 
erto been attempted in the United States, and 
according to Mr. Tobin puts Cook county ahead 
of all other counties in the matter of agricul- 
tural study in the primary grades, 

As a means of showing the teachers the most 
approved and effective methods of teaching, the 
best teachers in the different grades of the 
county schools will hold classes in the Chicago 
Normal school building.
